What, is the* 
armor of ( rod V It is the Son 
of his love, the Lord Jesus 
himself, he is our whole and 
complete armor; in Chiist 
alone we stand our ground, 
fight and conquer every en- 
emy: without Christ we can 
do nothing but faint and flee. 
We will take this whole 
armor; put it en, saith Paul; 
Christ is Jesus; he is the gift 
of God to yon; 'put on the 
Lord Jesus.' Rom, 13 : 14. 
Just as one puts on armor 
for defense, bo we can put on 
and arm our miuda with the 
whole person of Christ, his 
love, righteousness, and 
atonement, all the offices, the 
whole salvation of Christ: this, 
and nothing but this. What 
Christ is to us and hath done 
for us, is proof against every 
enemy in the evil of battle.
